Aa a Nation wa aaam to have a diadain of 
economiziniT- In many homes there is a strong feeling that it is 'only decent' to provide more than 
will be eaten and that it is demeaning to reckon closely. The experts of the Department of 
Agriculture report to me that the dietary studies made by them point to an annual food waate of 
about 1700,000,000. < Of courae. tba waate is funilies ct very limited means is slight, bet tai the 
faroiliaa oif moderate and ample means the Waste is considerable. Even if the eatimate were reduced 
by half, the waste would still be enormous. 

"The food waste in the household, the experts assert, results in large measure from bad prepara- 
tion :tnd bad cooking, from improper care and handling, and, in well-to-do families, from serving an 
undue number of courses and an over-abundant supply and failing to save and utilize fhe food not 
consumed. As an inatance of improper handling, it is discovered that in the preparation of potatoes

Thus, though a sharpsliooter pleases to operate a trip 
hammer for the furgtng of grc.i guns, <in.l an expert machlni.st d. -ires to 
march with the Ma;;, the nation i» being .-c xed only when the sliai p^ liootet 
marches and tin nmchlnlat remains at his levers, 'l lu wIkjIc nation mii>c lie 
a team In which each man ahall play the part for which he Is best fltteiT Tc 
this aad Congreaa boa provUM that the n&tion shall be organized for war hv 
releetloa, and tbat each auui (hall be cldaslfled for aervice In the place tc 
which it sball best serve the general good to call klm. 

The Blgnlflcanco of this cannot be overstated. It la a aew thing in out 
! i story and a landmark in our progress. It Is a new manner of acceptina 
and Yltalizing our duty to give ourselves with thoughtful devotion to th! 
, mimon purpose of us all. It is in no sense a conscription of the urwIU 
iiig; It 1» rat:;cr, selection from a nation which has volunteered In mass 
It is no more i i hoosing of iliose who shall march with the colors than II 
Is a selection of those- who shall serve an equally necesaarr and devote 
purpose in the Indusirleo that lie behind the battle line. 

Tha day here naatsft la the tlSM upon wbleh all shall present themsclvet 
for asalgnmen to their tasks. It It for that reaaon, daatined to b. remem 
bered as one of the njoat consplcuoua raonientstin our history. It is nothim 
less than the day upon which the manhood of the country shall step forwart 
in one solid rank ii itefense of the Ideals to which this nation la consecrated 
It la important to lUose Ideals no less than to the pride of thia generation ir 
nianlfeatlng Its de. otiun to t' (-m that tin r i> be no gapa in tbe ranks 

It la essential that ih. i.iv i,e appio.uhed in thoughtful apprehensfoi 
of Us algnlflcantc ,iud that we accuid to it the honor and the meaning that 
it deaerves. Our industrUI need presc riles that It hv not made u technica 
holiday, but the stern aacrlftcc that is beloro ua uiges that it be carried it 
all our hearts as u great day of latrlotlc devotion ;.ud obligation when th, 
duty ahaU lie upon arery man, whether he la himaelf to be reglalsred or not 
to see to it tbat the name oC eveqr Bale peraaa af the daslmalsrt sm i 
written on these ilste of honsr.
